the first to make additional history for 
the death chair in the new jail was 
"Three Fingered Jack,” who was ar­ 
rested for murder. 
W hile he was be­ 
ing shaved in the death chair a mob 
broke into the Jail aud pulled him from 
the chair while his face w as still cov 
ernl with lather and killed him. 
The stellar role which the death 
chair was to play was still to come, 
however. 
During the war there was 
received at the jail on the trivial charge 
an old man who seemed suffering from 
the last stages of consumption. 
The 
Jail was without a barber at the time 
and the old man w as assigned to be 
Jail barber. 
He bad little to say either to prison 
erg or the jail officials, and he seemed 
bent w ith 
the weight of woe and 
years. He w as registered on the prison 
Slate as Philip Worrell. 
One of the 
•‘dandies" of the Queen City at that 
time w as ‘‘Handsome Billy” or ‘‘Billy 
the Handsome,” as he was variously 
called. 
He w as a professional "lady 
killer” and a liliertine and betrayer as 
well. One day "Handsome Billy** es­ 
corted a party of his lady friends to 
the jail, and they were shown through 
the barber shop. In a spirit of bunter 
one of the ladies dared ‘‘Handsome 
Billy” to subm it to a shave by the 
prison barber. Accepting the challenge. 
Billy vaulted into the chair, saying. 
“Come on, old man, aud give us the 
best you’ve got.” 
The prison barber 
had been seated in the coruer of his 
shop, and it w as only mechanically 
that he obeyed the command of the 
stranger. H owever, while Worrell was 
rubbing the lather on the stranger he 
was seen to start. 
The old man continued to rub in the 
lather until the stranger’s beard w as 
ready for the razor. This the barber 
stropped with particular care, after 
which he gave 
Billy a 
fairly good 
shave. Just as the barber removed the 
last dab of lather he placed his hand 
on “Handsom e Billy’s” head and, puls­ 
ing it hack, drew his razor across tile 
stranger's neck, almost severing his 
head.
